A BENZINE EXPLOSION

CAUSKS A DREADVFUL AUCIDENT IN A
PHILADELFHIA BTORE.

The Front of a Five-Story Brick Bullding ¥alls
Killing s Young Woman Who Was Pass-
ing Ny —The Thrilling Hescus OF
u Young Bosloness Man.

At qm‘sﬂor to 6 o'clock Thursday ovening,
business people and passors-by the vieinity
of Becond und Market stroets, Philsdelplia,
waors startled by the lond report of an explo-
sion, followed simullancously by the blow-
ing out of a portion of the Second street wall
of the rotail furniturg estabilishment of Henry
Vehmyer, at the southwest corner.  About
the sume moment there was a secomd report,
when all the front of the five-story brick
building aboye the first floor toppled over
Into Murkel stroot,

When the fiest report ocourred there were
quite a number of peaple on the Second
stroet sidewalk of the store, all of whom in-
stinctively jumped from the pavement into
Lthe streely, und took  refuge in the stores on
the opposite side, A troek with o pair of
spirited horses was deiven almost  boooedi-
ately from undor the falling mass, the
hormes aking fright st the nolse of the ox-
plosion, and dashing down the street ot
broakneck speed. The portion which fell
into Socond stroot lefl an open spaco about
thirty feet square, extonding up trom the top
of the second story to the roof. ‘The front
wis foreed out so completely ns (o present
the appenmnee of having  been taken down
by bricklayors,

OF THE BILLS,
He Declares Them to o Unfair and  Uncon.
stitutlonal - One Congressman Not Enongh
